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DETAILED ACTION 
Priori ty 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 
U.S.C. 119(a) -(d), which papers have been placed of record in 
the file- 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 and 8 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: In claim 1, line 2 and in claim 8, line 3, there 
are extra periods (a claim must have one period, at the end of 
the claim) . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the sxibject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 6, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 

second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 6 and 16, line 3 (of each claim), the expression 
''and derivatives thereof" renders the claims indefinite 
principally because it is not clear what applicant intends to 
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cover by such a recitation (e.g., it is not clear exactly what 
these derivatives are) . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 

6. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Yoneda et al (U.S. Patent Application Publication 
2003/0022575 Al) . 

Yoneda et al (see the entire document, in particular, 
paragraphs [0012] - [0027] ) teach a process of maJcing an 
ultrafine fiber including spinning an island polymer (a 
polyolefin) and a sea polymer that has a different dissolving 
and removing property from that of the island polymer. Yoneda et 
al also teach a process of maJcing an ultrafine fiber substrate 
including spinning an island polymer (a polyolefin) and a sea 
polymer that has a different dissolving and removing property 
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from that of the island polymer, producing a substrate from the 
ultrafine fiber and removing the sea polymer from the substrate.
